Opportunity, He ’’wore two hats” from September, 1964, to 
February, 1966, as head of the Peace Corps and the Office of

Information Not Being Disseminated 


During the Summer of 1934 between high school and 
college when he was aged eighteen, Shriver toured Europe with a 
group under the auspices of the Experiment in International 
Living, Putney, Vermont, an educational organization founded 
in 1932 to foster respect and mutual understanding among the 
different people of the world.

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Sh river Accepts 
Share of Blame

R . Sargent Shriver says he’s 
\vdliing to accept “a dispro- 
portionate share of the blame” 
for the prevailing social at- 
mosphere that recently caught 
up his own son, Bobby, in a 
marijuana raid. 

The former ambassador to 
France, who served as head of 
the Peace Corps and the War 
on Poverty in the Kennedy and 
Johnson administrations, ad- 
mits he was “in a position to 
do something about it.” 

But that “mea culpa” out of 
the way, Shriver sees his son 
as one of millions of youths 
living “under tremendous 
pressure with fantastic temp- 
taticfis.” 

And he adds: “I’m not sure 
a parent can withstand the at- 
mosphere of this society.” 
Shriver said in an interview 
that his family, with its wealth 
and resources, was in a better 
position than most to cope 
with the pressures, which have 
mounted in an “almost liber- 
tine society, so far as sex and 
other things are concerned.” 
The lacK of leadership and 
vision, he said, has “turned 
off” even the brightest and 
most idealistic youngsters. 
They see compromise and lies 
and “a double moral stan- 
dard” all around them. He cit- 
ed a long list of official “pre- 
varications,” running from 
the 13-2 spy plane incident in 
1960 through the Bay of Pigs, 
the Puehlo spy slup seizure, 
the Green Berets case, all 
perpetrated for “re 2 isons of 
national interest.” 

No Heroes 





Tire Vietnam war has pro- 
duced “no Lafayettes or Mac- 
Arthurs, no songs like ‘Yan- 
kee Doodle Dandy,’ no li£t,_no 
ipirit. Nobody believes it’s a 
glorious page in American Ms- 
tory,” he said. 

“We don’t go into Cambodia 
to make the world safe for 
democracy, to liberate the en- 
slaved, in the name of justice, 
at the request of oppressed 
people,” he said. 

Asked if he didn’t think it

replied, “They didn’t even say 
that, assuming that was the 
case.” 

He said he was “shocked 
with the preoccupation with 
death in this country,” and he 
mentioned several movies pop- 
ular with youth, including 
“Easy Rider,” “Bonnie and 
Clyde,” “Butch Cassidy and 
the Sundance Kid.” 

Under Attack 

Observing that: “There isn’t 
an institution that is not imder 
attack from its own adher- 
ents,” he referred to a news- 
paper picture showing the 
Rev. Daniel Berrigan, a fugi- 
tive for four months as an 
anti-war activist, being taken 
into custody. 

“I never thought I’d see the i 
day that a Catholic priest | 
would be hauled in by the j 
I FBI,” he commented. i 

SMver said that Vhen he ! 
looked about for a prep school i 
for his 17-year-old son, he had 
been warned about the use of - 
marijuana and other drugs in 
some of the best schools in 
America. 

“I was told that if ahead- 
master says there was no dope 
in his school he was either 
stupid or lying,” Shriver said. 

' He said he had “an arrange- 
ment” with his son to reward 
him if he stayed clear of 
■ marijuana until 21. “When a 

i totveli ot toom out 


of his prep school for smoking 
pot, I wrote Bobby a letter of 
congratulation,” he said. 

Forewarned of the wide- 
spread use of marijuana at 
Hayannisport, Shriver said he 
debated letting his son spend 
the summer there. He thought 
of sending him on a vacation 
to South America or else- 
where. But his wife, the for- 
mer Eunice Kennedy, said it 
would be a copout, and they 
decided to permit him to go to 
the Cape Cod resort to be with 
his Kennedy relatives. 

Bitter 

Shriver is bitter about the 
“violations” of a Massachu- 
setts law that forbids release 
ing the names of juvenile de- 
fendants and publishing them. 
But in the case of his son and 
Robert F. Kennedy Jr., 16, the 
law was repeatedly ignored as 
scores of newsmen and pho- 
tographers greeted the boys 
and their parents at the court- 
house, some even taking pic- 
tures through the windows, he 
said. 

But on the larger theme of 
the plight of youth in this 
country, Shriver said they 
needed a challenge, a “vj.ion 
of what we ought to be as a 
nation. 

“What the young people 
want is a dream.”
